Saigon — President Nguyen Van 


Thieu has raised several serious ob- 
jections to aspects of a proposed Viet- 
nam peace agreement, a well-informed 
but unofficial South Viemamese source 
said Wednesday. 


The source also said, however, that 


Thieu had accepted the broad outlines 
of a draft peace accord. 


According to the South Vietnamese 


source, Thieu's objections deal with 
elements of the protocols, or technical 
documents, that accompany the draft 
agreement and are intended to imple- 
ment it. 


Four Key Issues 


The reported objections center on 


four key issues. 


One concerns a vaguenes in the pro- 


tocols about which prisoners are to 
be released after a cease-fire, such 
as Vietnamese and foreign prisoners 
held outside South Vietnam, and thise 
held by the Communists inside South 
Vietnam. 


Another objection concerns the sta- 


tioning of mixed military commissions 
around Vietnam, with the Communists 
wanting units in more places than do 
the South Vietnamese. 


A third reported objection deals with 


limitations on the activities of military 
and police units in South Vietnam. The 
protocols are now said to bar the 
government's units from moving freely 
in the areas that it controls or from 
flying over them. 


Border Dispute 


A fourth reported major objection 


concerns North Vietnam's refusal to 
recognize as Saigon's territory the half 
of the demilitarized zone that lies south 
of the demarcation l i n e , which runs 
through the middle of the zone.

On Tuesday, 
Vietnamese 
officials 


close to the presidential palace said that 


while details of the cease-fire agreement 
remained to be worked out, Thieu was 
expected to approve the agreement. The 
unofficial source did not contradict thai 
view Wednesday. He expressed the be- 
lief that Thieu's objections to the pro- 
tocols could be resolved in short order, 
clearing the way for a cease-fire an- 
nouncement. 


Thieu's objections are understood to 


have been conveyed to "Gen. Alexander 
M. Haig Jr., who presented him with 
the Vietnamese text of the draft peace 
agreement Tuesday.

Delegates Going To Paris 


In an apparent effort to resolve these 


issues. Thieu has ordered a military 
delegation headed by Lt. Gen. Vinh 
Loc to go to Paris to work on the 
protocols. 


Thieu also met Wednesday with Gen. 


Cao Van Vien, chief of the South Viet- 
namese general staff, and the com- 
manders of the country's four military 
regions.

After a lengthy hearing before the Judiciary 


Committee, the measure was held/for further 
study and likely amendment. 


Protest Young 


LB60 is a committee bill designed to protect 


young people from being harmed in later life 
by police fingerprints or photographs which 
may have been taken in cases never brought 
to trial. 
"They can come back years later to haunt 


the youth" and perhaps prevent future employ- 
ment, law clerk Donald Rowlands, the com- 
mittee's youth-counsel, noted. 
Chambers Raps 
Racist Remarks 


Sen. Ernest Chambers of Omaha Wednesday 


urged his white colleagues in the Legislature 
to be more conscious of racist remarks which 
"slip into your conversation." 


Chambers reacted when Sen. Duke Snyder 


of Omaha referred to a legislative proposal 
as placing "a black mark" on the Unicameral's 
record. 


"Let it be a white mark," he said. 
When senators want to make "a negative 


statement," he suggested, they should substitute 
the word "white" for the word "black."

Must List The Nutrients

In the budding moments of the East-West approach to a Euro- 


i pean security conference, the West has struck at the heart of the 


c-(millet that exists on an ideological basis between communism and 
democracy. Proposing an agenda for such a conference. Western 
interests suggested Soviet relaxation of controls over ideas and 
people - including even young lovers. 


The suggestion called for open access to information on the part 


of citizens of all countries, freedom of the press, freedom of 
expression and freedom of mo\ement. This would apply to 
relationships between nations as well as to individuals within the 
various nations. 


Such ideas, however, are not only foreign to communist 


governments but they are anathema to them. Under communism, 
perspicacity is found in the government and acquiescence is the 
mark of the governed. There is no room for any mixing of the two. 


* 
One might well wonder whether the position of the West is 


valid, whether such matters are of proper concern to European 
security but such security, ultimately, is going to have to rise or fall 
on the degree of mutual respect and understanding that is fashioned 
between the parties involved. 


Can there really be security in any part of the world when the 


citizenry of some of those parts are fed a diet of half-truths and 
falsehoods about their neighbors? The Western world certainly does 
not entirely understand all the rest of the world but it has far more 
understanding than its counterpart. 


The average American may not really understand the Soviet 


I'nion or Communist China but probably has a better understanding 
than his peers in those countries have of the U.S. We are not an 
internationally minded people and our educational system has not 
really encouraged otherwise but we do have a free and open 
exchange of ideas and information. 


* 
The authors in the Western world can write pretty well what 


they please and readers in those lands have access to and can read 
whatever pleases them. The citizenry of the U.S. at least has 
exposure to things that are considered both good and bad about 
other governmental systems in the world. 


But in Russia and the People's Republic of China there is mass 


ignorance of the outside world and continuing prosecution of those 
who seek internally to inform others on an objective basis. This is 
because communism is built on a theory of the supremacy of the 
state. 


It is the state that determines the future of the individual under 


communism, not the individual who determines his own future. It is 
not in either Russia or China a matter of personal choice that 
counts, but rather, what is for the best welfare of the nation. 


That implies or calls for a control situation that is essential to 


•the survival of the system. Without such control, the system would 
tend to break down and a state of chaos would ultimately develop. 


* 
There are. of course, obvious advantages to such a system. 


Theoretically it offers an effective means of utilization of the human 
and natural resources of a nation. With firm direction, one might 
expect to find little waste of such resources in the communist lands. 


This, however, actually does not work quite to the degree 


expected of it. Certainly, it does not totally fail in its objective as the 
continuing existence and progress of the communist nations attest 
to. 


Nor are the problems of poverty, ignorance and technology 


nearly so familiar to some of the developed democracies as they are 
to most communist lands, either developed or underdeveloped, 
and that is a factor of significance in the matter. 


But basic human freedom remains a natural instinct among all 


peoples and has never been fully and effectively quieted throughout 
the history of mankind. It may not be the initial basis for European 
security but it is an element of international relations that never can 
be totally ignored.

Serious Charges Bring Probe 


Permission for an investigation into drug 


activities limited at first to the Omaha and Lincoln 
areas, since that is where most of the trouble 
occurs, was asked by the Legislature's Judiciary 
Committee Tuesday. The committee's probe could 
become state-wide in scope if the Unicameral 
desires, the committee suggested. 


If comments reflecting senatorial 


dissatisfaction with current drug control efforts are 
true, the requested investigation would be most 
appropriate. 


Sen. Ernest Chambers of Omaha told the 


committee that "known pushers and suppliers" in 
that city go untouched by the law while some 
Omaha vice detail officers "become affluent," 
suddenly acquiring real estate and opening bars. 
Chambers alleged that Omaha Police Chief 
Richard Anderson has quashed a proposed grand 
jury investigation of drug activities in Douglas 
County and that the Omaha chief knows that some 
vice squad officers are receiving payoffs. 


Sen. Terry Carpenter of Scottsbluff added fuel 


to the fire by charging that State Patrol Chief Col. 
J. E. Kruger has been "inept and irresponsible" in 
drug control and.has failed to ask the Legislature 
for the funding and personnel required to properly 


investigate and control drugs. Carpenter suggested 
that Kruger be replaced. 


There was little effort made to balance the 


debate with testimony favorable io law 
enforcement agencies which have engaged in com- 
mendable efforts to clamp down on drug 
trafficking and use. We believe that the Lincoln 
Police Department, for example, would fall in that 
category. , 


Nevertheless, charges of payoffs, influence 


peddling and incompetence are serious and reflect 
badly on the over-all state of law enforcement in 
Nebraska. In connection with 
Chambers' 


comments, if the alleged graft is indeed that ob- 
vious, it's a wonder that a grand jury has not yet 
nosed around in the mess despite influential efforts 
to stop an investigation. 


The Legislature should give the Judiciary 


C'ommittee permission to get at the bottom of the 
charges as part of a comprehensive look at drug 
activities in the state. If the accusations are true, 
there is a lot of housecleaning to be done. 


If they're not. the investigation should be 


welcomed by the law enforcement agencies. It will 
give them a chance to clear the air and ask for the 
additional tools they need to get the job 
accomplished. 


Enforcing The Pinball Law 


In contrast with the drug problem, enforcing 


the state law against free games on pinball 
machines falls into the category of much smaller 
fish to fry. 


Lancaster County Attorney Paul Douglas said 


Tuesday his office will soon send letters to 
distributors and operators of pinball machines 
requesting compliance with a law which 
apparently, through interpretation, makes illegal 
the practice of awarding free games for matching 
number or score. 


Douglas indicated the magnitude of his 


workload has prevented him from initiating en- 
forcement of the law up to this point. The Lincoln 
Police Department said it has been awaiting 
guidance from the county attorney's office. Soon 
;itter Omaha authorities said they would enforce 
the law last year, the Lincoln police said they 
would follow suit 


\Ve can't blame Douglas or the police for not 


wanting to throw themselves wholeheartedly into 
enforcement of the pinball law. It's a creat waste of 
time when there are more important things to be 
done. Free games on pinball machines do not 
constitute a threat to the public's safety, welfare or 
morals. It is a law that should be repealed. 


But we're concerned about its enforcement for 


a number of reasons. 


It might encourage lawmakers to take 


unnecessary laws off the books. 


It's also true that some operators will make 


adjustments to comply with the law at some cost to 
them, while others will not. and there is no equity 
in that arrangement. 


Further, generally ignoring the enforcement of 


a law can lead to selective enlorcement of it. It can 
he dragged out of the hooks whenever the police 
want to put a certain operator on notice 


And ignoring a law fosters disrespect for the 


law in general.

extension of the normal dirty 
tricks of American political 
campaigns. But something more 
than that is involved in this 
conspiracy. 


The only hopeful sign in all 


this is that Hunt and company 
were so remarkably stupid and 
awkward. The testimony is now 
clear that they not only bugged 
the Democratic 
headquarters 


but paid at least one operator to 
spy on Sen. Edmund Muskie and 
Sen.

State and local taxes need not 
be connected with business or 
income-producing property to be 
deductible from adjusted gross 
income.

Real FsUte Taxes 
Thus, the real estate taxes you

who prefer to take Brautigan at face value (a not 
wholly untenable position, given the freshness and 
unorthodoxy of his style), will chafe at Malley's 
attempts to unveil Brautigan's symbolism, to 
define his place in the American literary tradition: 
and will, undoubtedly, return to the original 
source, firm in the belief that art for art's sake is 
sufficient justification for Brautigan's peculiar 
genius 


Malley's book is one of four in a series entitled 


'Writers For The 70's." That Brautigan is 
included, along with such notables as Kurt 
Vunnegut. Hermann Hesse and J R R Tolkien, is 
proof enough that he does bear looking at: that he 
has, in Malley's words "come to the attention of 
the literary Establishment (whatever that is)." 
And. if Malley, who is a professor at Long Island 
University in New York, is correct in his 
assessment, the works of Richard Brautigan will be 
around for some time to come 


Brautigan-the-poet receives first consideration 


in Malley's book. In a rather cursory look at the 
sizeable group of poems contained in ''The Pill 
Versus The Spnnghill Mine Disaster" 
and 


"Richard Brautigan 


"Rommel Drives Deep Into Egypt." the author 
finds that some are good and some not-so-good (the 
latter judgment a result of Brautigan's occasional 
lapses into sentimentalism and/or inscrutability). 
Taken as a whole, Malley describes the poems as 
"uneven." yet. in the final analysis, he is able to 
say "I believe that at his best—in perhaps two 
dozen or so of the poems in "The Pill" and 
"Rommel Drives" — Brautigan is a true poet, a 
poet of originality, wit, imagination, and insight." 


The remainder of Malley's book is devoted to a 


rather detailed examination of Brautigan's novels 
and short stones, including "Revenge Of The 
Lawn," "The Abortion," "A Confederate General 
From Big Sur."

In 
his analyses, the author is concerned primarily with 
delineating a number of themes which recur 
throughout Brautigan's narratives—his feeling for 
nature and his implied commentary regarding the 
madness of man's abuse of it; his perception of the 
incongruities of American life (to Malley, 
Brautigan is at his wittiest when debunking 
American myths): his awareness of the difficulties 
encountered when people attempt to communicate 
with one another 


Malley 
finds 
Brautigan's compulsive 


identification with losers, with the outcasts of 
society, to be the author's major motif In 
"Revenge Of The Lawn." Brautigan refers to an 
individual who gave up striving for a goal and 
"entered the disenchanted paper shadows of 


America where failure is a bounced check or a bad 
report card or a letter ending a love affair and all 
the words that hurt people when they read them." 
Of this selection, Malley says: "This passage, I 
believe, comes as near as any ... to the center of 
the book. Indeed, this theme of sympathetic 
identification with losers—the unsuccessful, the 
alienated, the odd—is right at the center of all of 
Brautigan's writing." 


Examining Brautigan's style, Malley finds that 


he is a "master" of the short story. "He is almost 
always successful at evoking the mood he's after, 
and his sense of detail is usually just right." 


The aspect of Brautigan's writing that is 


perhaps the most striking, is what Malley refers to 
as "Brautigan logic." It consists of 
"the 


juxtaposition or fusion of wildly unrelated things:" 
and its effects may be, at various times, humorous, 
poignant or tender. Whatever response it elicits 
however, "Brautigan logic" is always, always 
startling (as when he describes the American Civil 
War as "the last good time this country ever had"). 
This unique perception of the'world is patently 
Brautigan. and it imbues the pages of his books 
with an imaginativeness that is seemingly without 
parallel 


The author spends a good deal of time 


comparing Brautigan to other writers—especially 
Mark Twain, William Carlos Williams and Ernest 
Hemingway—in an effort to fit him into the 
"American grain." For the most part, these com- 


parisons are interesting 
and fairly 
well- 


taken—although one is inclined to agree most 
strongly with Malley when, in passing, he suggests 
that Brautigan may, in fact, have to be assigned his 
own special niche in the American literary 
tradition. 


Malley's analysis is, on the whole, well- 


balanced—containing a good deal of criticism of. as 
well as praise for. his subject. He has succeeded 
most notably in defining the characteristics that 
make Brautigan an author to be reckoned with—his 
perceptiveness and his originality. As Malley puts 
it, "He has looked at what you and I have looked at, 
but he has seen things that we haven't."

ference's cross country meet last tell. 


Their efforts paced the Bulldogs to their second consecutive 


MAC cross country title. 


If the two would have student taught first semester, 


they would have missed part of the cross country season. 
Therefore, the decision was made to skip the indoor rather 
•than the outdoor track season. 


The Bulldogs figure to be a contender for the NIAC 


outdoor title, but their strength is in the field events which 
can't be practiced indoors. 


Cloeter participated hi the recent Doane Indoor Invitational 


and beat the only Nebraska college runner, who defeated 
him in cross country. 


Platlte Junior College's Fred Carnahan bested Cloeter in 


an AAU cross country meet last fall at Kearney over a 
five-mile course. 


Still Another Cloeter Around 


However, Cloeter won the two-mile at the Doane meet 


with a 9:14.6, which broke the meet and Concordia school 
record. Comahan finished second to Cloeter in 9:18.5. 


There will still be a Cloeter for state college runners 


to contend with in the indoor season, even with Dan gone. 


Freshman Dave Cloeter, Dan's younger brother, took se"c- 


ond in the mile at the Doane meet with a lifetime best 
of 4:28.5. 


Concordia baseball coach Rueben Stohs and Dana baseball 


coach Dale Lemons took a group of their players 
to the 


Kansas City Royals Baseball Academy in Florida again this 
year. 


About IS players from both schools are getting a head 


start by practicing and playing games during the semester 
break. This is the second year Nebraska college players 
have taken advantage of the trip.

Muhammad AD almost two years ago.. 


Even the confident Foreman wonders aloud 


"how 
much that fight took out of Joe 


Frazier." Then says, "Frazier left it all 
in the ring that night." 


Frazier, who scoffs at suggestions that he 


has slowed up, showed good quickness in 
two rounds of sparring Wednesttay. 


."I'm ready to fight," he said. "I feel 


I'll be good at 208 pounds or 207. Yank 
is satisfied with where I'm at now, 214. 
But I want to be. a Kttle lighter, I want 
to make sure I'm fast.'* 


Frazier weighed 205% when outpointed Ali 


March 8, 1971. He weighed 215% when he 
knocked out Terry Daniels in four rounds 
and 217% when he stopped Ron Stander in 
five in his only two Fights since. 


'Foreman expects to weight around 218 


when he steps into the ring for his shot 
at the title set to start at 10:15 p.m., EST, 
with closed-circuit television c o v e r a g e 


scheduled to begin at 9:30 p.m. 


But the challenger doesn't consider the 


fight a test of strength between two former 
Olympic champions who never have lost as 
pros. 
"This fight ain't gonna be no weight lifting 


contest," Foreman said before working out 
Wednesday. "It's gonna be a fight. Not gonna 
be a foot race. It's gonna be a fight," 


Although neither fighter talks about it, one 


of the favorite topics in any fight discussion 
here is the effect the bout could have on 
a rematch between Frazier and Ali. 


"I'm asking 35 per-cent of all monies 


and they can give Clay (Ali) anything they 
want." was the pronouncement of Frazier's 
manager Yank Durham, on another Ali fight. 


Frazier is guaranteed $850,000 against 42V4 


per cent of all income for Monday night's 
fight. Foreman is guaranteed $375,000 against 
20 per cent.

GAINESVILLE, Fla, (AP) — 


Olympic marathon race winner 
Frank 
Shorter 
was 
named 


winner of the Sullivan Award 
Wednesday 
as the nation's 


outstanding amateur athlete of 
1972, 
and said he hopes to 


repeat his gold medal run in 
1976. 


Shorter, a second year law 


student at the University of 
Florida, was chosen for the 
honor by 1,500 sports writers 
and broadcasters in a poll 
conducted by the American 
Amateur Union (AAU). 


All of the top vote-getters 


were gold medal winners in 
the Olympics at M u n i c h , 
Germany. Wrestler Dan Gable 
of Waterloo, Iowa, was second 
in the voting, female diver 
Micki King of Hermosa Beach, 
Calif., was third; 
swimmer 


Michael Burton of Sacramento, 
Calif., fourth, and track star 
Dave Wottle of Canton, Ohio. 
fifth. 


Shorter will be almost 29 


when the 1976 Olympic games 
u n f o l d , 
but 
he 
said, 


"Marathoners 
don't 
mature 


until they are 30 years or 
older. I'm real young for & 
marathoner." 


Besides the 26-mile Olympic 


marathon, Shorter was fifth in 
the 10,000-meter run in the 
Olympics with an American 
record time of 27 minutes, 51.4 
seconds. 


He won the F U1 u o k a 


marathon in Japan for the se- 
cond straight year and in the 
five major races he competed 
in, he was first four times 
and second.once. 


Shorter, a New M e x i c o 


native, was the first American 
to win the marathon since 
John J. Hayes in 1908. 


Shorter broke the domination 


of Ethiopia in the event. Abebe 
Bikili of Ethiopia had won the 
1960 
and 
1964 O l y m p i c 


marathons 
and 
countryman 


Mamo Wolde captured the gold 
medal in 1968. 


"A lot of awards you get 


you don't know what they are 
until they call you up aod tell 
you," said Shorter. "And you 
say, "That's nice, I won such 
and such." 


"But the Sullivan Award is 


one I've always had in mind 
because when people like (1971 
winner Mark) Spitz win it, you 
look at what they did that year 
and say, yeah, they sure won 
it, the best guy of the year 
won that. 


"It's not that I feel that way 


about myself," added Shorter. 
"It makes it that much more 
flattering because it really is 
significant. 


"I knew I'd be in the running 


for it," he said. "I knew if 
I won it Dan Gable would be 
second and I thought Dave 
Wottle would be third. 


"I had the feeling I might 


. . . perhaps because I got a 
little more publicity than peo- 
ple like Gable who probably 
deserve it just as much as 
I do," he said. 


Shorter 
said 
he couldn't 


compare the feeling of winning 
the Sullivan Award, presented 
annually since 1930, with his 
Olympic gold medal, because 
"this one is recognition, the 
other is more of achievement— 
this is the result of the first." 


Shorter said he planned to 


drop out of school this spring 
and concentrate on running. 
He said he would run in the 
indoor Sunkist meet in Los 
Angeles before going to New
